Subject: —Import of Copper unwrought against S. Nos. 42/1 and 47/1, Motor 
vehicle parts (S. Nos. 293, 295 and 297/IV), Spare parts of earth- 
moving machinery [S. No. 85(5) (ii) (a)/V], All other grades of 
Sulphur (S. No. 25(b)/V) and Garage tools [ S. No. 275(b) /IV) from 
the TJ.SJt. under U.S. Economic Development Loan Fund, now known 
as AID—April 1962—March 1963. 

No. 154-ITC(PN)/62. —Attention a I the importers is invited to Ministry ot 
Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 77-rTC(PN)/62, dated 27th June 1962 
issued on the above subject. 

2. As indicated in the above Public Notice, quota/supplementary/other 
licences lor import ol Motor Vehicle parts, Garage tools, Spare parts of earth- 
moving machinery and All other grades of sulphur from U.S.A. under U.S. AID 
are to be issued on the basis indicated in the annexure to the said Public Notice. 
The quota/supplementary/other licences for import of these ItemB under U.S. 
AID are, however, to be granted subject to the terms and conditions laid down 
in the Appendix to Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No, 74- 
ITC(PN)/82, dated 27th June 1902. 

3. On a review of the position, it has now been decided that in addition to 
the terms and conditions laid down in the Appendix to the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry Public Notice No. 74-ITC (PN) /62, dated 27th June 1962, the quota/ 
supplementary/other licences issued for import of Motor vehicle parts, Garage 
tools. Spare parts of earthmoving machinery and All other grades of sulphur 
from U.S.A. under U.S. Aid for the period April 1962—March 1963 in terms of 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No, 77-ITC(PN)/62, dated 
27th June 1962 will be subject to the following condition: — 

"The licensee should sell goods to Actual Users and should furnish lists 
of such actual users to the Development Wing of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry if and when called upon to do so.” 

In this connection, it is also clarified that the sale of the specific goods imported will 
be made by the licensees direct to Actual Users and not through the interme¬ 
diary of dealers.
